Robert Rose, aged 71, resident of 
Milo and well known oldtime cow¬ 
boy, died suddenly in the Vulcan 
hospital on Saturday* Oct. 27. 

Born in Scotland he came to 
Alberts before the" turn of 'the 
century and homesteaded four 
miles south of Milo. He later 
worked with the C.C. Co., and with 
the old “O" Ranch at Queenstown 
and then, for 35 years, he rode 
tor Douglas Hardwick’s Lazy H 
Ranch until its breakup in 1943, 
when he moved to Milo. 

A well known cowpuncher of 
the plains country, “Rosy," as he 
was known to all, returned to 
England when World War I start¬ 
ed and enlisted in -the Royal Sus¬ 
sex Regiment, transferring a few 
months later to the 1st Div. Cana¬ 
dian Corps Cyclists. He served in 
France and Belgium until the 
Armistice,’ receiving his discharge 
in May 1919. Returning to Canada,

FROZEN FLAX MAV 
BE POISONOUS 


to feed. Prussic acid, also called 
hydrocyanic acid, .is a- deadly 
poison if consumed in even small 
amounts. Frozen flax plants col¬ 
lected on September 19 from the 
Illustration Station at Clnresholm 
and analyzed a* the Soil Research 
laboratory. Swift Current, wet- 
found to contain prussic acid in 
amounts potentially poisonous to 
livestock. 

It is not possible to tell from the 
appearance of the flax plant 
whether it will c-ontain sufficient 
prussic acid to poison livestock. 

The plants from Claresholm 
showed frost damage only in the 
upper bolls. The rest of the plant 
appeared to be free from frost 
damage. Tit- only safe pl-ocedur- 
is to have a sample of the crop 
analyzed for prussic acid before 
feeding it to livestock. The Pro¬ 
vincial Soil and Feed Testing 
Laboratory at Edmonton is 
oquipped to pe-*orm these analy- 
s-s.

Machine uses vertical steel molds 
to form the pipe, the inside mold 
remaining stationary, while the 
outside mold rotates. The con¬ 
crete feeds slowly into the molds 
nnd is tamped constantly by high 
speed tampers. 

The. reinforcing for a pipe Is 
supplied to the plant as steel 
mesh in large rolls, which is 
passed through rollers to form it 
to the correct curvature of the 
pipe being manufactured. It is 
then cut and the ends welded to¬ 
gether to form a cage to drop into 
the pipe molds. 

From the pipe , machine the 
newly made pipes with the .inner 
form removed, are carried by lift 
truck to the curling kilns, of 
w hich there are four. Here the 
outside form is removed and the 
pipe inspected for any imperfec¬ 
tion. The pipes are then steam 
cured and afterwards moved to 
the stock piles in the yard.
